Mick  Namarari  Tjapaltjarri 
Untitled  Painting 

Mick  Namarari  Tjapaltjarri  was  born  in  1930,  in 
Nyunmanu  in  the  Northern  Territory.  He  is 
from  the  Pintupi  Tribe.  Since  1983  Mick  has 
exhibited  in  numerous  group  and  solo  shows  in 
Australia  and  overseas.  He  is  represented  in  the 
National  Gallery  of  Australia  as  well  as  State 
Galleries  and  corporate  collections. 

The  Untitled  (Nyarkulnga)  painting,  tells  the 
story -of- a  group  of  men  and  women  who  were 
travelling  during  the  mythological  era.  The 
central  patter  of  pink  U  shapes  represents  the 
women.  The  roundels  on  the  sides  are  the  groups 
of  men. 

These  people  were  travelling  northwards  to  a 
placed  called  Mitukatjiri.  This  is  an  important 
ceremonial  cave  site  in  the  Ligertwood  Cliffs, 
about  30  miles  south  of  Sandy  Blight  Junction, 
far  to  the  west  of  Alice  Springs.  En  route  they 
reached  a  place  called  Nyarkulnga  -  the  subject  of 
this  painting.  There  was  no  water  here,  however, 
and  so  the  women  were  sent  back  to  a  placed 
called  Tjelanya  to  fetch  it  in  wooden  containers 
which  they  balanced  on  their  heads. 

The  name  Nyarkulnga  is  derived  from  the  action 
of  hot  people  smothering  themselves  with  sand  to 
hide  from  the  sun  and  keep  cool.  Tjelanya  is 
derived  from  the  name  of  the  water  carrying 
utensil.  It  can  thus  be  readily  seen  that  this 
mythology,  conveyed  in  a  song  cycle  which  is 
memorised,  is  aetiological  in  nature.  It  gives  a 
legendary  explanation  for  the  origin  of 
topographical  features.  It  also  acts  as  a  gazetteer 
and  cautionary  tale.

MEMBERS  PLEASE  NOTE 

Rule  No  95  regarding  House  Accounts,  and 
which  reads: 

"If  any  Member  fails  to  pay  a  debt  for  the 
provision  of  goods  or  services  within  sixty  (60) 
days  after  the  last  day  of  the  month  in  which 
such  debt  arises,  he  shall  incur  a  penalty  equal 
to  ten  percentum  of  each  debt.  In  the  event  that 
such  indebtedness  is  not  paid  within  the  further 
period  of  thirty  (30)  days,  the  Committee  may 
impose  further  penalty  as  it  may  see  fit  and  may 
caution,  suspend  or  expel  such  member. " 

Tattersall's  Rules  were,  at  the  time  of 
proclamation,  deemed  to  be  fair  for  all 
Members. 
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
